The upcoming WQCC meeting scheduled for October 21 and 22, 2021,
was discussed.

On October 7, 2021, he participated in the Regional Oversight Committee
meeting for the Safe Clean Water Program. He reported Matt Frary gave a
progress report of program implementation. Chair Yee invited Matt Frary to
attend a Regional Water Board meeting to present an abbreviated
presentation of his report.

Chair Yee provided a progress report on the draft Racial Equity Workplan.
He and Vice Chair Guzman received input from Regional Water Board staff.
Currently, Vice Chair Guzman is synthesizing the input and revising the daft
workplan.

The Racial Equity Workplan implementation and Board resolution will be
discussed at the upcoming January 2022 Board Retreat.

The State Water Board is near completion of their Racial Equity resolution
and anticipates considering adoption of the resolution at the State Water
Board meeting in November 2021.

Item 7 — Update from State Water Board Liaison Laurel Firestone
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The State Water Board Liaison provided an update of the following items:

e The Safe and Affordable Funding for Equity and Resilience (SAFER)
Program: Safe and Affordable Drinking Water Fund:

In addition to the $1.3 billion funding allocated when the program
started, for the 2021 - 2022 budget year another $1.3 billion will be
invested in drinking water and wastewater programs.

e Items agendized for the next State Water Board meeting:

The annual fund expenditure plan for the SAFER program.

Consideration of an amendment to the statewide Once-Through
Cooling Policy to extend the compliance schedule for the Redondo
Beach Generation Station through 2023.

e Update on Statewide Emergency Drought:

In July 2021, Governor Newsom asked for a 15% voluntary reduction
in water usage compared to 2020.

Statewide, a 1.8% reduction in water use was observed during the
first month following the Governor’'s announcement.

In the North Coast Region, a 16% reduction was observed whereas
in the South Coast regions only a 0.1% reduction was observed
during the first month.

An update on water use reduction and conservation will be provided
at the next State Water Board meeting.

e Update on Annual Fund Allocations

o

Close to $1 billion in funding for water and wastewater arrearage
debt forgiveness for consumers that were unable to pay for services
during the COVID-19 pandemic.

The moratorium on drinking water shutoffs has been extended until
the end of 2021.

Survey conducted to understand the universe and scale of debt for
residential and commercial arrearages.

The survey covered 97.5% of the population served. The State
estimated $315 million in water arrearages, which means that the
State will be able to cover 100% of arrearages for drinking water.
Applications are submitted by the drinking water systems rather than
the individual customers. Payment is made to the drinking water
system, and then the drinking water system credits their customers’
accounts. The next round of funding will cover wastewater
arrearages.

A workshop will be held on October 19, 2021, to assist drinking water
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systems with the application process. The deadline to apply is
December 4, 2021.

e Update on Upcoming WQCC Meeting
o Meeting scheduled for October 21 and 22, 2021.

o The theme for 2021 is celebrating 50 years of the Clean Water Act
and the Water Board’'s efforts to advance racial equity and
environmental justice.

e Update on the Water Boards’ Racial Equity Initiative and Racial Equity
Resolution

o The State Water Board held a workshop on an initial draft Racial
Equity Resolution and will consider adopting a final resolution on
November 16, 2021.

o Continued work on action plan/work plan
Item 6 — Executive Officer’s Report

Celine Gallon, Unit Senior, TMDL and Standards Unit, introduced new staff member,
Thuan Chi, who is a Civic Spark Fellow working with the Los Angeles Water Board this
year

The EO reported on the following items:

e Update on Hyperion Sewage Spill
o All treatment processes are currently online.

o LASAN anticipates that all processes will be back to fully normal
operation by the end of October 2021.

o The effluent pumping plant pumps are back in operation. The pumps
were tested and fully operation by September 15, 2021 as
scheduled.

o Recent effluent monitoring data has been in compliance with the
average weekly and instantaneous effluent limits that are in the
NPDES permit.

o A request for a reduction in the frequency of monitoring from seven
days a week to three days a week (Monday, Wednesday and Friday)
was granted.

o On August 24 and 25, 2021, staff from the Regional Water Board,
State Water Board and USEPA Region 9 inspected Hyperion and
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portions of the sanitary sewer collection system.

On October 8, 2021, Hugh Marley, AEO, for the Compliance and
Enforcement program issued a Notice of Violation and an
investigative order under California Water Code section 13267 to
LASAN.

LASAN must submit a technical report with additional documents
requested from the enforcement team by November 8, 2021.

e Update on Dominquez Channel Odor

o Los Angeles Water Board staff are communicating and working with

staff of the Los Angeles County Department of Public Works and
South Coast Air Quality Management District (AQMD) on the
situation along the Dominguez Channel where there is a very strong
hydrogen sulfide odor impacting adjacent communities.

Los Angeles County is currently investigating the source of odor and
considering possible actions to address the odor.

Los Angeles County is offering a reimbursement program for the
purchase of HVAC air filters, portable air filters or temporary
relocation during this public health event.

e Update on Orange County Coastal Oil Spill

o Based on information received, there does not appear to be any

threat of the oil reaching areas within the Los Angeles Water
Board’s purview.

All harbors, beaches and State parks within the impacted area have
reopened, with the exception of the immediate shoreline and the
water impacted by the spill.

e Update on the Garfield Express site in the City of Lynwood

o At June Board meeting, the Board adopted a resolution to retain the

Attorney General as counsel and refer all matters pertaining to this
cleanup site to the Office of the Attorney General to expand the
Board’'s tools to ensure compliance with the Cleanup and
Abatement Order previously issued by the Regional Water Board.

The Office of Attorney General has participated in Probate Court
filings concerning the receiver and a Chapter 7 bankruptcy action
brought by one of the parties named in the Cleanup and Abatement
Order.

o The June resolution reserved the Regional Water Board’s ability to
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participate in complex settlement discussions arising from this case.

To date, increased interest in cleanup has made it unnecessary to
file suit.

Starting in May 2021, Regional Board staff have participated in
weekly collaboration meetings with the City of Lynwood, the
developer and Receiver to drive cleanup efforts at this site.

In August 2021, the City of Lynwood, the developer (Northgate
Gonzalez Markets) provided a pilot test study workplan to
implement soil vapor extraction near the source property.

An interim remedial action plan is currently being drafted and will be
provided to Regional Water Board staff to review in the upcoming
weeks.

Funding for cleanup is still a concern; Regional Water Board staff
have explored and discussed with the City of Lynwood and
Northgate Markets a number of avenues for state funding to assist
with the cleanup, including possible eligibility for DTSC’'s new
Equitable Community Revitalization Grants program.
